Confesses to Robbery. 


B levins confessed to the robbery of 
the Johnson City post office a l Malta, 
Mont., and before the M ontana state 
authorities suspected that he w as con* 
needed with tin* Anaconda robbery he 
was brought to T en n essee for trial for 
the Johnson City robbery of the $10,- 
000 in postage stum ps and several hun­ 
dred dollars in money. 
He w as tried on that charge at the 
session of th e U nited S tates district 
court in Septem ber, at 
Greeneville, 
Tenn., w hen h e repudiated his alleged 
confession, 
claim ing 
It 
w a s 
forced 
from him by the sheriff in Montana, 
and. the federal governm ent being un­ 
able to rebut his claim at that time, 
he w a s acquitted by the Jury, there 
beiug no other evidence of his robbing 
the Johnson City poet office excep t his 
reputed confession.
